Another Indian Giver 


“Indian giver” is a term of derision long favored by. 
youngsters. It has to do with someone who gives you 
something — and then demands it back. 

Nowadays, Indian giving can be accurately used to 
describe the tax system. 

We have had a modest reduction in federal income 
taxes, This action was greeted with an immense amount 
of publicity and was described as a shot in the arm for 
the economy. And, it is true, just about everyone has 
had a little more take-home pay to spend. 

But this happy situation is soon to end — either en- 
tirely or in large part — for most people. The reas 
In 1966, a worker with an income of $6,600 or more 
will pay $277 in social security taxes — $103 more than 
the $174 he paid in 1965. The employer's contribution 
will go up by an identical amount. 

And this won't be the end, More increases will go 
into effect periodically. By 1987, the $6,600 a year 
worker will pay $373, as will his employer. And sek- 
employed people will then pay $515. Tax reductions are 
fine, But they don't mean a thing when tax increases 
take all or most of the money right back.

The Heat's On 


The heat is on to force the Senate to vote repeal 
of section 14(b) of the Taft-Hartley Act which per- 
mits states which wish to do so to pass right-to-work 
laws. 

All the power of the unions, plus heavy political 
pressures, are mounted behind repeal. If they succeed, 
working people will not have a choice anywhere. They 
will have to join a union, whatever their wishes and 
beliefs, or lose their jobs. The unions will have a cap- 
tive membership— a membership that can be-gained 
by ruthless compulsion ,instead of being voluntarily 
gained because of good service to Jabor. 

It promises to be a nip-and-tuck battle. Those Sen- 
ators who prevented, to their everlasting credit, repeal 
of 14(b) during the last session, can be trusted to form 
ranks again. And the hope is that other Senators may 
have heard from constituents during the between-ses- 
sion period and may have the strength to resist the 
pressures that will be brought against them. 

Right-to-work, no matter what devious and'decep- 
tive arguments its opponents may dredge up, is a fund- 
amental right. Without it, no man can be truly free.
